DENVER (AP) — No, Virginia, all federal employees 
in the Mountain West won't all have to remain on duty a 
full eight hours this Christmas Eve. 


The regional administrator of the General Services 
Administration said Thursday that an earlier edict 
from the Reagan administration has been softened. At 
first, the administration said all federal workers would 
report to work on the day before Christmas. 

Bill Bounds of the GSA said many of his 1,000 employ- 
ees in this region will be enjoying some leave time. 
While all GSA offices will be maintained by a skeleton 
staff performing essential work, other workers will 
take off at 1:30 p.m. on Christmas Eve, Bounds said. 


“We also are maintaining a liberal leave policy dur- 
ing the holidays, permitting many workers to use up 


their year-end leave time,” Bounds said.
